The 
institute at Panama will be for research work in 
tropical diseases, a place where men of medical 
schools and laboratories of the world may go to 
study and to develop methods to prevent tropical 
diseases; while the school at Tuscaloosa, the home 
of General Gorgas and near the spot where his 
mother and father are buried and where the Uni­ 
versity of Alabama is located will be for the pur­ 
pose of training for practical sanitation, for which 
there is so great a need at present.—Huntsville 
Telegram.
